(a) Fuelling of aircraft shall be done outdoors and not less than 15 metres 

from any building. 

(b) A '"NO SMOKING” notice shall be prominently displayed. 

(e) Smoking or use of an appliance employing naked flame or use of an 
appliance capable of producing a spark or in any other way igniting 
fuel vapours shall not be permitted within 30 metres of the aircraft 
or fuelling equipment. 

(d) Aircraft engines shall noit be started or turned and ignition switches 

shah be placed In the "OFF” position. 

(e) Aircraft electrical radar and radio systems shall not be operated and 

the switches relating thereto shall remain in the "OFF” position- 

Provided that this caluse shall not apply to electrical switches controlling the 
following circuits: — 

(i) power and light essential for fuelling operations: 

(ii) minimum amount of Cabin lighting; and 

(iii) steady parking lights Such Switches shall not be operated during the 

fuelling operations. 

(f) The use of ground power supply units, akvenditioning units, tractors and 

similar equipment shall be permissible subiect to compliance with the 
following conditions' 

(i) Flexible trailing cables suitable for use in hazardous areas shall be 

used. 

(ii) They shall be located outside the Danger Zone. Danger Zone is defined 

as the area within the largest polygon obtainable bv -joining points 
3 metres away from the wings and the fuelling vehicle. 

(hi) The units, including the associated electrical equipment, shall be 
flame-proof and of a type approved by the Chief Inspector of 
F.xplosives; otherwise they shall be stationed at a distance of not 
less than 15 metres, in the case of gasoline or wide cut fuels and 6 
metres in the case of straight kerasine, from the aircraft and the 
fuelling vehicle 

(iv) They shall not be switched "ON” or ‘ OFF" during fuel transfer 

(gl The fuelling equipment and the aircraft shall bo bonded to each other 
and both shall he earthed 

(h) No. person oiher than the staff of the operator, fuelling company and 

officials of the Civil Aviation Department, Customs and Police, shall 
be permitted within 1.5 metres of the aircraft. 

(i) Passengers may he permi'ted to embark, disembark or remain in the 

cabin subject to the following conditions: 

(f) an attendant shall remain on duty in the cabin of the aircraft. The 
attendant shall ensure that no smoking takes place or other source 
of ignition is allowed to occur and shall assist in the removal of 
passengers in the event of fire; 
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(il) the passenger loading ramp shall be correctly positioned at the cabin 
exit door and adequate provision shall be made to maintain the 
equilibrium of the aircraft in case all passengers attempt to leave 
by one exit; 

(iii) in case of marine aircraft, adequate means of water transport shall 
be stationed at the cabin exit door; 

(j) the handling of freight and baggage in and around the aircraft shall 

not proceed simultaneously with fuelling unless adequate precautions 
have been taken to eliminate Are risk; 

(k) no aircraft maintenance shall be conducted which may provide a source 

of ignition for fuel vapours during fuelling operations; 

(l) Are extinguishers of adequate capacity and of suitable type approved by 

the Director-General shall be available for Immediate use near the air- 
craft; 

(m) In the event of fuel being spilled, fuelling must cease and the engine 

of the ground power supply unit must bo stopped, but the electrical 
circuits and switches should on no account be touched except for the 
purpose of stopping the power unit, Prior to recommending fuelling, 
action must be taken to clean the spilled fuel. Fuel must not be 
waaiied into sewers or drains:

— (1) Where two or more officers are concerned in any 
case, the Speaker or the Secretary or any other officer authorised under 
the proviso to rule 14 to impose the penally of dismissal from service on 
all such officers, may make an order directing that disciplinary action 
against all of them may be taken in a common proceeding. 

(2) Any such order shall specify— 

(1) the authority which may function as the Punishing Authority for the 
purposes of such common proceeding; 

(ii) the penalties specified in rule 13 which such Punishing Authority shall 
be competent to Impose; and 

(ill) whether the procedure prescribed in rule 15 and the Sixth Schedule 
may be followed In the proceeding"; 

(8) for rule 16, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“16. Suspension during Disciplinary Inquiry.— (1) If having regard to the 
nature of the charges and the circumstances in any case, the Punishing 
Authority referred to in rule 14, which initiates any disciplinary proceed- 
ings is satisfied that it is necessary or desirable to place under suspension 
the officer against whom such proceeding is contemplated or is pending, 
the said Authority may — 

(a) If the officer is serving In the Secretariat, pass an order placing him 
under suspension, or 
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(b) 11 the officer is serving outside the Secretariat, request the borrowing 
authority to place him under suspension pending the conclusion of 
inquiry and the passing of the final order in the case. 

(2) An officer who is detained in custody whether on a criminal charge or 

otherwise, for a period exceeding forty-eight hours, shall be deemed to 
have been suspended under this rule with effect from the date of 
detention, and shall' remain under suspension until further orders. 

(3) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement from 

service imposed upon an officer under suspension is set aside in appeal 
or on review under these rules and the case is remitted for further 
inquiry or action or with any other direction; the order of his suspension 
shall be deemed to have continued in force on and from the date of 
the original order of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement and 
shall remain in force until further orders. 

(4) Where a penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement from 

service imposed on an officer Is set aside or declared or rendered void 
in consequence of or by a decision of a court of law and the Punishing 
Authority, on a consideration of the circumstances of the case, decides 
to hold a further inquiry against him on the allegations cn which the 
penalty of dismissal, removal or compulsory retirement was originally 
imposed, the officer shall be deemed to have been placed under 
suspension from the date of the original order of dismissal, removal oT 
compulsory retirement and shall continue to remain under suspension 
until further orders. 

(5) An officer against whom a criminal charge is pending may, at the dis- 

cretion of the Punishing Authority referred to in rule 14, be placed 
under suspension until the termination of the proceedings; 

Provided that in the case of an officer on deputation to the Secretariat, 
the Secretary shall without delay inform the lending authority of the 
circumstances in which that officer was placed under suspension. 

(6) An order of suspension made or deemed to have been made under this 

rule may at any time be revoked by the authority which made or is 
deemed to have made the order or by any authority to which that 
authority is subordinate”; 

(6) in rule 18, alter sub-rule (2) the following sub-rule shall be added, namely: — 

"(3) No appeal shall be entertained under this rule unless It is submitted 
within a period of three months from the date on which the appellant 
receives a copy of the order appealed against”; 


(7) after rule 18, the following rules shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘T8-A. Appeals against orders of suspension . — An officer may appeal against 
an order of suspension to the authority to which the authority which 
made or is deemed to have made the order is immediately subordinate, 

‘‘18-B. Appeals by whom decided where authority making the order becomes 
appellate authority in relation thereto .- — Notwithstanding anything 
contained in rules 18(1) and 18-A, where the officer who made the 
order appealed against becomes by virtue of his subsequent appoint- 
ment or otherwise, the appellate authority in respect of the appeal 
against such order, such officer shall forward the appeal to the 
authority to which be Is immediately subordinate and such authority 
shall, in relation to that appeal, be deemed to be the appellate 
authority for the purposes of rules 18(1) and 18-A”;
